A suit demanding $20,000, o ne o f 
the largest sums fo r damages that 
has been so ught in Jackso n co unty 
fo r several y ears, was to day filed in 
the circuit co urt and is the o utco me 
o f an auto mo bile accident which o e- 
cured near Greenwo o d o n Octo ber 30. 
The plaintiff is Mrs. My rnie Gibso n, 
wife o f Jo hn L. Gibso n, o f Co ry do n, 
and Ho lmes A. Tho mpso n, Cly de 
Tho mpso n and Ode Tho mpso n are 
named as defendants. 
The suit was 
filed by Miller, Barnett & Barnett, a 
law firm at Franklin. 
The co mplaint is unusually lo ng 
and co vers twelve ty pewritten pages. 
It is drawn in fo ur paragraphs all o f 
which are substantially the same. 
The co mplaint alleges that the de­ 
fendants’ machine co llided with the 
plaintiff’s machine while the 
fo rmer 
was traveling at a faster rate than 
allo wed by law- and at a greater speed 
than the co nditio n o f the ro ads at 
that time w'o uld justify . 
It is al­ 
leged that in the co llisio n Mrs. Gib­ 
so n was thro wn o ut o f her machine 
and sustained serio us injuries. 
The alleged co llisio n co mplained o f 
in the co mplaint o ccurred while the 
Jackso n co unty peo ple were driving 
to Indianapo lis to witness a fo o tball 
game. 
The defendants are all well 
kno wn in Jackso n co unty and are 
wealthy . 
Plaintiff say s that o n the 30th day 
o f Octo ber 19 15 she was in an au­ 
to mo bile driven by her husband, Jo hn 
L. Gibso n, co ming so uth o n public 
highway running fro m Indianapo lis 
to Greenwo o d, that they were met bv 
the machine driven by defendant, 
which was co ming at a speed greater 
than twenty -five miles an ho ur, that 
they were run into by said Tho mpso n 
machine with such a fo rce that it 
threw' her o ut o f the machine thro ugh 
the windshield o n 
to the gro und, 
causing her to lo se the visio n o f o ne 
ey e.

duty of the citizen policeman will he 
to gain the friendship of the patrol­ 
man on the beat. 
His chief work will 
be observation. 
He will not have the 
power to make an arrest, but is ex­ 
pel ted 
to report unsanitary condi­ 
tions and law violations. 
Residents 
iii hi- block will be expected to co­ 
operate with him. 
•‘The citizen police force will make 
Chicago’s police department the most 
efficient in 
the world,” 
said Louis 
Damon, secretary of the movement, 
known a - Chicago Civic Co-operat­ 
ors.

The public roads throughout the 
country, which constitute the primary 
means of transportation for all agricul­ 
tural products, for many millions of 
tons of forest, mine and manufactured 
products and which for a large percent­ 
age of farmers are the only avenues of 
transportation leading from the point 
of production to the point of consump­ 
tion or rail shipment, have been im­ 
proved to only a slight extent. By rea­ 
son of this fact the prevailing cost of 
hauling over these roads Is about 23 
cents per ton mile. 
More than 350,000,000 tons are haul­ 
ed over our public roads each year, aud 
the average haul is about eight miles, 
from which it can readily be seen that 
our annual bill for hauling Is nearly 
$050,000 000. 
The cost per ton mile 
for hauling on hard surfaced roads 
should not exceed 13 cents. It is there­ 
fore evident that if our roads were 
adequately improved a large annual 
saving in the cost of hauling would 
result Rail road freight rates are about 
7*4 mills per ton mile. 
Under the system of local manage­ 
ment which succeeded the toll systems 
and the road building activities of the 
federal government tax burdens for 
road purposes rested almost entirely 
upon farm property. 
Since the cities 
generally escaped these responsibili­ 
ties aud burdens, this condition was 
inequitable, produced inadequate reve­ 
nue and resulted In a very widespread 
stagnation in the building of improved 
roads. 
A further inequity resulted 
from the fact that traffic in its devel­ 
opment took no account of county and 
township boundaries, so that frequent­ 
ly the traffic from one county destroy­ 
ed the roads of another county, which 
in turn found itself unable to obtain 
redress. 
Modern traffic gave rise to 
new and difficult problems of construc­ 
tion, which the limited skill of local 
officials was unable to solve. 
Road 
taxes were, to a great extent, worked 
out by untraiued, undisciplined road 
hands. 
Most of the road work con­ 
sisted in patching from year to year, 
and little tangible progress could be 
shown for the money and labor ex­ 
pended. 
These conditions rendered 
state action ultimately Imperative, and 
New Jersey in 1891 was the first state 
to take definite action through legisla­ 
tive enactment. 
Other states rapidly 
followed the precedent set by New 
Jersey, and this progress was greatly 
accelerated by the advent of the auto­ 
mobile.

Immense Output Follows Discov­ 
ery of Metal in California. 
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For Eleven Years, From 1850 to 1861, 
the Yield W as Prodigious, Amount­ 
ing 
in 
1852 
to 
Over 
$65,000,GOO. 


Washington.—“The historically im­ 
portant discovery of gold in California 
was made in January, 1848, at John 
Sutter’s mill on South Fork of Ameri­ 
can river, near Ooloma, a point only 
ten or fifteen miles southwest of the 
town of Auburn,” says a statement by 
the geological survey. 
“From 1850 to 1853 the greatest 
yield was derived from the gravels, 
and the largest aunual output for 
this period was more than $65,000,000 
in 1852. There was some reaction in 
1854, due to previous wild speculation, 
but a production of about $50,000,000 a 
year, chiefly from placer mines, was 
maintained up to 1861. 
“At first the gold was won chiefly 
from the gravels along the present 
streams. 
Those who first got posses­ 
sion of the rich bars on American, 
Yuba, Feather and Stanislaus rivers 
and some of the smaller streams in 
the heart of the gold region made at 
times from $1,000 to $5,000 a day. in 
1848 $500 to $700 a day was not un­ 
usual luck; but. on the other hand, 
the income of the great majority of 
miners was far less than that of men 
who seriously devoted themselves to 
trade or even to common labor. 
“The gold pan. the ‘rocker/ the 
‘tom/ the sluice and the hydraulic 
giant, or ‘monitor/ named in the order 
of increasing efficiency, were the tools 
successively used by the miners. Into 
the ‘rocker’ and the ‘tom’ the miner 
shoveled gravel or ‘dirt/ rocking the 
machine as he poured in water and 
catching the gold, often with the aid 
of quicksilver, on riffles set across the 
bottom of his box. Sometimes a stream 
was diverted into a flume to lay bare 
the gravel in its bed so that the miner 
could get aj, it. 
“In sluicing, the gravel was shov­ 
eled into a similar but much longer 
box through which a stream of water 
was allowed to run. 
“The hydraulic giant was employed 
to wash into long riffle-set sluices im­ 
mense quantities of gravel, especially 
from the higher (Tertiary) deposits, 
much of which was too lean to work 
out by hand. W ater was brought for 
many miles in ditches and flumes from 
the high Sierra and conducted under 
great head to a nozzle, from which it 
was projected with tremendous force 
against the gravel. 
“It was the vast quantity of refuse 
washed into the stream s by these hy­ 
draulic operations that brought about 
the conflict between mining and agri­ 
cultural interests, finally decided In 
favor of the farm ers.”
